NAVY HAS 

POWERFUL SUB FIGHTERS 

New submarine flghtera of a pow- 
erful type are about to be turned 
out in the United States in large 
numbers. After testifying before 
the House Naval Committee on the 
Naval Appropriation Bill Secretory 
Daniels authorized the statement 
that contracts for "several scores" 
of the new craft have been placed 
with the Ford Motor Company, of 
Detroit. He described them as "half 
way between a destroyer and sub- 
marine chaser," 200 feet long and 
equipped with latest discoveries for 
combating submarines. 

All parts of the ships except the 
engines are to be fabricated in De- 
troit and the ports shipped to sen- 
board, where they will be assem- 
bled. Changes in the Ford plant to 
permit the handling of the work 
have progressed so swifYly, Mr. 
Daniels said, that deliveries on the 
contracts during the coming sum- 
mer are aslured. 

The new vessels are expected to 
prove far superior to the chasers 
now in use, including the** «f the 
110 class. They will have •steam 
power with a greater radius of ac- 
tion, will be more seaworthy and , 
will be able to carry heavier arum - ; 
ment. It has developed that the ! 
latest German submarines ure 
equipped with guns that outrange 
those of small chasers and even 
some merchant ships.

FARM-HELP SPECIALISTS 

To co-operate effeotirely in the 

farm-labor problem with the United 
State* Department of Labor, State 
council* of defense, State enmmis- 
.loner* of agriculture and labor, 
and other official Stat* and local 
agencies concerned with supplying 
needed farm labor, the Department 
of Agriculture has divided the 
country into four farm-labor divis- 
ions: .(1) Mew England and North 
eastern States, (2) Southern States, 
(3) North Central State*, and (4) 
Western States. 

Each of those divisions is in 
charge of a representative of the 
Department of Agriculture, known 
as a supervising farm-help special- 
ist, who .supervises the work of the 
department's farm-help specialists 
assigned to the fami-lnl>or work in 
single States or two or more ad- 
joining States. These farin help 
pecinlists will co-operate directly 
with State agencies, central and 
local employment agencies of the 
United States Department of Lubor 
and with the county 
community fartu-help 
which will be charged directly with 
meeting labor needs iu their specific 
localities. 

The furm-help specialists through 
preliminary labor surveys will en 
deavor to ascertain in advance the 
prospective needs for extra labor in 
each community. They will work 
with State and local agencies to 
supply labor deficiencies from local 
supplies if possible, or from the 
nearest point whore labor can be se- 
cured outside the community in 
need of assistance. All local sources 
of labor first will be drawn upon, 
and only when the fullest ^possible 
utilization of local labor proves in- 
adequate will labor be brought in 
from outside. In cases of necessity, 
however, through the Department 
of Agriculture and the Department 
of Labor, arrangements will be 
made for interstate movement of 
help, in which the Department of 
Labor will co-operate in obtaining 
extra lubor for farm purposes from 
the populous communities. 

It is pointed out that the farmer 
in need of labor should proceed :i<, 
follows: He should report his need 
to his county agent or to a mem- 
ber of the community farm-help 
committee. If possible, his need 
will be supplied from lists of men 
available in the county. If local la- 
bor is inadequate, the county agent 
or committee will report to the 
State farm-labor specialist, who, in 
co-operation with the State officials 
will draw on the neurest available 
labor within the State. 

A farmer who does not know the 
name of his county agent or those 
on the community committee should 
nake known his need to his State 
farm-help specialist, who will di- 
ree*-4iis request into the proper 
channels and answer questions on 
fa nn -help problems.

HARVEST NATURAL ICE 

Farmers and others who harvest 
natural ice this winter and store it 
for summer use will aid greatly in 
the conservation of ammonia, vital- 
ly important at this time, it is point- 
ed out by the United States Depart- 
ment uf Agriculture. 

Ammonia is a necessity ih the 
manufacture of ice. Every ton of 
natural ice harvested means a cer- 
tain amount of ammonia saved. 
Ammonia salts are regarded as an 
essential in the manufacture of 
certain fertilizers, and the cost of 
fertilizers is dependent to some ex- 
tent on the market value of am- 
monia. Of extreme significance at 
this time, however, is the fact that 
the most important chemicals used 
in making ammonium nitrate and 
other explosives are readily made 
from ammonia, and every (mart of 
America's already small supply of 
this substance that can be saved 
means more power to America'** 
armies. 

Thus the fanner is interested in 
the conservation of ammonin» not 
only from a national stand|toint but 
becau-e of In- persunal interests. 
Ammonia saved through harvesting 
of natural ice means more ammonia 
for fertilizers and more ammonia 
for- ammunition. The man who 
harvests ice ^ow und stores it in 
pits ur ice houses may have the 
satisfaction next summer of helping 
out his neighbor who depended' on 
an ice plant. 

In uddition to the saving of am 
mouiu, conservation of coul is to 
be effeced trough the harvesting of 
natural ice. American ice factories 
and refrigerating plunts, according 
to figures of the United States Fuel 
Administration, use auuuully 15,000,- 
000 tons of coal.

The machinery by which the pur- 
chase of a Thrift Stamp or a War 
Savings Stump is to be made as 
easy and convenient as the purchase 
of a .spool-of thread or a pound of 
nails, in every community iin the 
I "iiited States, is rapidly being es- 
tablished. Already 185,000 War 
Savings Stamp Agencies have been 
established and by the close of 
Jnnuury this number will huve been 
increased by 350,000. 

In addition to these agencies 
there will be 1,000,000 "sales sta- 
tions," which do not receive direct 
authorization to make the sales 
from the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but obtain their stamps from au- 
thorized agents and sell them over 
thoir counters ut their cashiers' 
windows, and other places. 

Fifty thousand post offices now 
have War Savings Stumps on sale 
and 20,000 banks.nnd 8,000 individ- 
ual Hnns and corporations have 



been appointed agents. Nine thou- 
sand interstate corporations having 
plnces of business in several States' 
will constitute 115,000 additional 

agencies. 

An intensive campaign is now on 
for the establishing of War Savings 
societies which can be organized by 
10 or more persons in any com- 
munity, school, club, church, fac- 
tory or office and can be affiliuted 
with the National War Savings 
Committee ut Washington upon ap- 
plication.

NEW DRAFT TESTS NOT TO 

EXEMPT SLIGHT DEFECTS 

New regulations for selective 
draft physical eiaminations were 
issued last week, by Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowdcr in prepara- 
tion f6r extension of the policy of 
accepting for special and limited 
service registrants unfitted for gen- 
eral military duty. They will bring 
into the service under the next 
draft many men wBo otherwise 
would be exempted. 

The local boards are directed to 
pas* upon registrants for general 
military service only when they 
come within the standards of un- 
conditional acceptance or rejection, 
the Medical Advisory Board for 
further ^"xaminaiton. Hercufter 
there will be no unconditional re- 
jecting of men who have remediable 
defects. 

Under the old regulations men 
under five feet in height were un- 
conditionally rejected. In the fu- 
ture men if fifty-eight inches, if ex- 
ceptionally well proportioned, may 
be taken, and if not exceptionally 
well proportioned their cases must 
be referred to the medical board. 
Registrants above seventy-eight 
inches, when not exceptionally well 
proportioned, also are to be refer- 
red to the Medical Advisory Board 
for classification. 

The maximum weight established 
by the regulations is 100 pounds, 
unless the underweight m "plainly 
due to some recent illness and oth- 
erwise the registrant have no dis- 
qualifying defects," but the eases of 
registrants weighing between 100 
pounds and 114 pounds are to be 
referred to the Medical Board. 

Hegistranst under weight in pro- 
portion to their hegiht, unless it is 
plainly due to some temporary 
cause, also go to the Medical Board. 

The Provost Marshnl General an- 
nounced thHt specific regulations 
and BlfWWillliOB soon are to be -riv- 
en to the Medical Ad/>i»uiy Board 
concerning special and limited mili- 
tary service for registrant* unfitted 
for general service.

Figures from examinations made 
by Army and civilian shoe experts 
at Army camps show that only 
about 15 per cent, of the men wear 
shoos which fit properly.

THE WAV THE WAR LOOKS 
TO A YOUNG GERMAN GIRL 

The following letter from a Prus- 
sian girl to a friend in Switscrlsnd 
may throw light upon that amazing 

state of mind of the Prnssian peo- 
ple which lends them to support 
nnd applaud their king in plunging 

the world into war. For behind the 
war, and the real cause of it, there 
is a Prussinn way of looking nl 
things. Thnt way is so foreign to 
onr American ideao of right and 
wrong thnt Americans can hardly 
understand it or believe that it ex- 
ists. 

The letter is printed in the Con 
gressional Record, and is taken from 
page 8046 of the volume for the re- 
mit <*c»sion. No doubt this jrirl is 
just • an average Prussian in the 
ideas she shows regarding a sup 
ponied Prussian right to rule the 
world. She expresses the idea a lit- 
tle more simply and frnnkly than 
the Prussian statesmen — thnt is all. 
That n great intelligent people like 
the Prussians can be so ignorant 
and perverted in their moral ideas 
is what is hardest for Americans 
to understand. 

"Frankfort on Order, July 20, 1910. 

"My Door Louise: The contents 
of your la.st letter would have hurt 
me "bad I not known that your 
thoughts of our glorious war re- 
sulted from sheer fignornnce. 

"You are in a country rendered 
effeminate by the influence of old- 
fn-hioned ideas of liberty, a coun- 
try which is nt least two centuries 
behind ours. You nrc in need of a 
good dose of Prussinn culture. 

"It is evident that you, a Swiss 
girl, with your French sympathies 
cannot understand how my heart, 
the henrt of a young German girl, 
passionately desired this war. 
Speaking of it some years ago, my 
father said to us: 'Children, Ger- 
many is getting too small for us: 
we shall have to go to France again 
in order to find more room.' Is it 
our fault if France will not under- 
stand that more money and land arc 
necessary" for us?

Not such as clerking, bookkeeping 
and all forms of clerical work, but 
hard labor, work that until lately il 
was not thought that women were 
cnpable of performing. We see 
them on public works of various 
kinds, in factories and work shops; 
and just lately a great steel mag- 
nate wa#t quoted as saying that he 
would not be surprised if before 
long he had to* take on a thousand 
women to take the place of mei. 
drafted for the army. 

And to the credit of the women 
he it said that in the great majority 
of instances they are making/ good. 
They arc not only developing an 
ability for work nnd business that 
a few years, ago would have isurpris- 
d the world, bid they really appear 
to enjoy the work. 

There may be nt the bottom of 
their success the long suppressed 
desire to show themselves independ- 
ent of man for a subsistence. If 

s. 

this be the case they have reason 
to be gratified, as they are Met be- 
coming a recognized factor in nil 
the activities of life. 

But, when the present emergency 
is past, will woman resume her old 
sphere of semi-dependent and home 
body; or will she hold tenaciously 
to what (die has gained and refuse 
to be ousted from her recently- 
won vantage? In case she should 
consent to resume her old status 
the world would soon readjust it- 
self nnd human life would continue 
to flow on ns before. But in the 
latter event, the entire business 
fabric of the world will have to be 
remodeled nnd new adjustments and 
alignments made. The addition of 
a few million female workers will 
work a great change in labor condi- 
tions — a change thut will call for 
careful handling. 

But perhaps the most vital ques- 
tion in this connection is that of itis 
influence on the homes of the land. 
TheTnited States hns always been 
pre eminently a nation of homes. 
With us the home life luus been en- 
throned above every other interest 
of life, and nothing was suffered to 
interfere with its highest tiossible 
development. Will the home suffer 
in the years to come? Before the 
question of "the woman at work" is 
solved, this one vital question will 
have to be answered, and on its 
answer hangs the destiny of « 
nation.
